‘wo be merely ἃ replay of tragedies that had 
plagued the region for centuries—a clash 
between Christians and Mnsiems. To be 
wire, from the beginning of the strugzic. 
there were more modern notes added: The 
Christians were marked by ἃ conservatism 


that merged on fascism; the Moslems by 5 
Tadicalism that tended toward Marxism. 


But. as the kiliing went on. new layers of 
hostility were added—or assumed greater 
consequence. Nations outside showed con- 
cern: The French for the Christians: the 
Libyans for the Mosiems: the Iraqis for the 
jeft. Syria seemed primarily interested in 
restoring the oid balance to a stabilized 
Lebanon. while both Egypt and Iraq were 
troubied by Syrian intervention, and the rest 
of the Arab League was divided amorg 
moderates and extremists with respect to 
Lebazon as they had been over the Israeii 
question. 


Of all the cutside forces complicating the 
bitter battles iz: Lebanon, however, the 
Paiestiniars began to ioom larger and 
iarger, until they virtually overshadowed tre 
rest as an issue, if not as combatants. To 
2 degree. the Lebanese Palestinians had trig- 
gered the initial explosions—they were feared 
by the Christians as a state within the state 
end one which might bring on hosttlities 
with Israel. And they were supported br 
the Mosler: radicals as allies against the 
establisnment 'n Beirut and as enemies 
aercss the israei border. 


This was no new element im the troubles 
Οἱ the Arab neighbors of Istael—there had 


heen war over the Palestinians ἰὴ Jordan, | 


and Ssria had iargely succeeded in bringing 
HS refugees ta heel In fact, it was Syrian 
Palestinians who tonk part in the first ven- 
tues of Damascus fo restore order in 
Lebanon 


Nox, the Paiestintan question seems cru- 
eal to the efforts of the Arab League to 
“keen” the oft-shattered peace in Lebanon. 
Those countries like Iraq and Libya which 
have few refugees from Palestine and which 
ase most intransigent on the Israeli status, 
seem committed io the Lebanese Palestin- 
‘ans. They doubtiess have their own na- 
tional, religious or ideological interests to 
advance—but at this moment the Pales- 
tinians appear to embody all of them sym- 
holically. however contradictory they may be 
im fact. 


It is important ior the Srab League to 
resoive the disputes within its own ranks— 
for its own future and for the peace of 
Lebanon. And that includes a rational ap- 
proach to the Palestinian question. Obd- 
viously, the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion’s thesis of a single state comprising 
Israel and the rest of Palestine 15 sheer 
fantasy: Lebanon proves that. It is equaliy 
obvious that the Palesiinians would make 
mneasy neighbors for both Israel and the 
Arab states if their present leadership were 
to be settied on territory of thelr own. 


Yet this may be the only practicable solu- 
tion fof 2 problem which neither the Israelis 
nor the Arabs seem capable of resolving in 
auy other fashion. The Palestinians con- 
stitute an Issne that will not die—and which 
is causing too many people to die. 


The U.S. and South Africa 


Secretary of State Kissinger and South 
A‘rican Prime Minister Vorster will bring 
markedly different perspectives to their 
Meeting in Enrope two weeks hence. The 
United States, scared into a new concern 
for black iiberation by the Soviet-Cuban 
intervention in Angola, will be ssking 
whether South Africa will cooperate in an 
effort to bring majority rule promptiy and 
Teasonably peacefully to Rhodesia, At the 
least, the United States would Mke to see 
Pretoria hold itseif available as a haven 
for Rhodesian whites if their situation turns 
into a bloody rout. Secretary Kissinger ro 
doubt aiso wants to start exploring whether 
South Africae can be engaged in a continuing 
series of discussions pointed at reducing the 
prospects of racial strife and Communist 
penetration alike. Washington is uncertain 
of its own feel for the South African scene 
and figures a talk with the top man will 
help.

Bat Pretoria has its own Meas. it has 
accepted the cause of majority rule in 
Rhodesia only reluctantly—iargely to dem- 
onstrate ftself fit for polftical partnership 
with black Africa in one framework and 
with the United States in another.

And though 
Pretoria is pleased to find the United States 
adopting an anti-Soviet stance in its 
African policy. its pieasure is diminished by 
the realization that the United States is 
adopting an anti-apartheld stance as well. 
South Africa would prefer the one without 
the other. 


Prisoners 


International agencies, officiai or private, 
that try to monitor human rights violations 
around the world are often accused of con- 
centrating their fire on right-wing govern- 
ments and ignoring abuses by Communist 
regimes. The truth is that Cammunist 
rulers are often more ruthless and more 
effective in maintaining closed societies; and 
documented information from those coun- 
tries is difficult to acquire. 

The Inter-American Human Rights Com- 
mission has just effectively answered 
charges that it is concerned only with rights 
violations by conservative governments with 
an 83-page report charging Fidel Castro's 
Cuba with “cruel, inhuman, and degrading 
treatment” of political prisoners. In its 
first document on Cuban conditions in six 
years, the commission said it had forwarded 
many complaints about abuse of prisoners 
to the Castro government but had never 
received a single reply. 


The United States is still far from ready 
to deal with South Africa across the whole 
broad front of apartheid. That is 2a task 
for the next administration. The urgency 
of the Rhodesian crisis, however, is ade- 
quate reason for the Kissinger-Vorster meet- 
ing. despite the fact that some South African 
whites are hailing It as evidence of US. 
acceptance of South Africa, apartheid and 
ail, Such 8 judgment is not just prematare; 
“ὁ is silly. The United States needs South 
Africa in Rhodesia to put into effect the 
US. strategy for achieving majority rule 
under the appearance of U.S. auspices and 
methods. not Soviet ones. This is an im- 


portant basis for cooperation, but a iimited . 


tactical one. South Africa's rulers will be 
making # big mistake 15 they read into it 
a U.S. seal of approval for thelr apartheid 
policy.

In any case. we belleve South Africa 
stands to gain quite enough from this iim- 
ited cooperative effort wifh the United 
States in terms of its own objectives in 
Rhodesia and its own interest In laying the 
basis Sor a broader association with Wash- 
ington, It is true, of course, that the more 
South Africa comes to rely on the United 
States, the more vulnerable South Africa 
will become to the U.S. interest in moving 
South Africa itself toward the concept of 
equal rights for all its citizens. And that is 
why, in fairness, if will be important for 
Mr. Kissinger to make that interest plain 
to Mr. Vorster. The secretary should be 
eareful not to leave South Africa thinking 
it can slide into a solid, lasting relation- 
ship with the United States while doing 
nothing to deal with the enormous, long- 
term race problem confronting it at home.

UANDA, Angola (WP)-—He 
has been portrayed es an tn~ 
compromising, power - hungry 
Yeader of strongly Marxist per~ 
suesion, and his enemies have 
vehemently denounced him for 
his “autocratic” style of rule and 
devious tactics. 

In the Western press, he bas 
been painted quite literally “Red” 
—pro-Communist or perhaps 
even Communist, irrevocably hos- 
tile to the West, and his Popu- 
jer Movement for the Liberation 


West. He resisted 
African and Western calls for 
® govermment of national mnity 
that would dilute his or his move- 
ments nower, and ke quickly 
turned to the Soviet Union and 
Cuba for large-scale mUitary as- 
sistance that would eventually 
Prove decisive. 

But inside Angola today, noth- 
img seems more misiitting thar 
the Western-imposed image of 
Agostinho Neto, the doctor-poet- 
revolutionary who las emerged 
from 15 years of internecine war- 
fare within his own movement 
and @ bitter three-year struggle 
for power at the dawn of inde- 
pendence to become Angola's 
first leader. 

Instead of the stern, unsmniling 
figure he cut throughout the civ- 
war. he has now mellowed 
considerably and taken on the 
atts of a fatherly “guide and edu- 
cator.” of the people, as he is 
called on the posters bearing 
his bespectacled. gray-haired pic- 
ture. 


Caution aud Tolerance 


Compared to most of his col- 
leagues, he is markedly measured 
in word and cautious in acilon. 
urging tolerance and seeking to 
bind up the still bleeding wounds 
of Angola's war-divided society. 
He is not interested in promot- 
ing class struggle or in turning 
blacks against whites and “mes- 
ticos” (mulatioes:. Indeed, his 
apparent intent and vision is to 
create what could well be Afri- 
ca’s first real mulracial society, 

Within the spectrum of Marx- 
ist and radical revolutionary 
thought thet deeply colors the 
political atmosphere of Luanda 
these days and may eventually 
moki the country’s official ideoi- 
ogy, Mr. Neto stands out dis- 
Hnctly as a moderate. Unlike 
most of nis ministers. he seems 
‘to avoid purposely the use of 
Marxist-Leninist jargon in bis 
speeches. In fact. he rarely even 
uses the word “socictist.” prefer= 
fue the term “progressite” to 


balance in Angola's now 
seemingly lopsided ᾿ 
foreign policy. While the 
MPLA owes a huge debt 
to the Soviet Union and 
Cuba for its victory, 

he seems interested in 
affirming his 
government's 
independence of all 
military blocs, big- 
poner rivalries and 
foreign influence 
generally. 


outspoken and independent-mind~ 
ed Sgures in the MPLA govern- 
ment, Landmark policy state- 
ments may come from Mr. Neto, 
but they may just as well be an- 
nounced by Prime Minister Lopo 
do Nascimento, MPLA Secretary- 
Generel Lucio Lara, Delens:

The inner policy-making body 
is the movement's 16-member 
Political Bureau, which is capa- 
ble of mecting without Mr. Neto 
end even making important deci- 
sions. 

Mr, Neto'’s moderating influ- 
ence in domestic politics is per- 
haps most evident in his per- 
sistent promotion of harmonious 
multiracial society against ᾧ 
strong undercurrent of black na- 
tionalism, verging on overt racism, 
within the MPLA and Angolan 
society. In practically every one 
of his speeches, he preaches ον 
ceptance of whites and admon- 
ishes those who seem to believe 
the white man per se is the 
enemy. 

“Not all whites in Angola are 
necessarily Portuguese and nat 
all Portuguese are necessarily re- 
actionaries,” he keeps saying.
